SUBJECT

The Consolidated Fire Protection District of Los Angeles County (District) is requesting
approval to accept $1,467,000 in grant funding from the United States Department of
Homeland Security (DHS) Federal Emergency Management Agency (FEMA)
Assistance to Firefighters Grant (AFG), the United States Department of the Interior
National Park Service (NPS)} Rural Fire Assistance (RFA) Grant, and the McCormick
Tribune Foundation Fire Intervention Relief Effort Campaign; and, approval of the
appropriation adjustment recognizing the grant and California Firefighter Joint
Apprenticeship Committee (CFFJAC) funding.

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IT IS RECOMMENDED THAT YOUR BOARD ACTING AS THE GOVERNING BODY
OF THE CONSOLIDATED FIRE PROTECTION DISTRICT OF LGS ANGELES

COUNTY:

1. Accept a 31,248,000 AFG from the United States DHS FEMA. This grant wil
provide funding for the District to procure 25 driver evaluation systems and
provide for the training of 12 Apparatus Operator | instructors. This grant
requires a 20 percent District match of $312,000 (see Attachment A) which will
be provided through CFFJAC funding.

2. Accept a $19,000 RFA Grant from the United States Department of the Interior
NPS. This grant will provide funding for the District to procure 12 Mark-3 High
Pressure Centrifugal Fire Pumps. This grant requires a ten percent District
match of $2,000 (see Attachment B) which is included in the District's Fiscal Year
2008-09 Adopted Budget.

3. Accept a $200,000 Fire Intervention Relief Effort Campaign Grant from the
McCormick Tribune Foundation. This grant partially funds a District-wide
automated vehicle tracking program that will improve emergency response and
personnel accountability at emergency incidents. This grant does not require a
District match (see Attachment C).

4. Authorize the Fire Chief, or his designee, to sign any documents required by
United States DHS FEMA, the United States Department of the Interior NPS, and
the McCormick Tribune Foundation that are associated with the administration
and management of this grant.

5. Approve the attached Appropriation Adjustment (see Attachment D), recognizing
$1,467,000 in grant funding and $312,000 in JAC funding for Fiscal Year
2008-09.

PURPOSE/JUSTIFICATION OF RECOMMENDED ACTION

The purpose of the AFG program is to award one-year grants directly to fire
departments and nonaffiliated emergency medical services (EMS) organizations in
order to enhance their abilities with respect to fire and fire-related hazards. This grant
award builds upon capabilities developed with the awarding of a driver-training simulator
under the Fiscal Year 2006 AFG. The uitimate goal of cur driver training program is to
increase firefighter safety, reduce accidents, and achieve regulatory compliance. This
grant will enable the District to purchase 25 driver evaluation systems, each containing
reporting software to provide the District with an objective assessment of driver behavior
and performance compiled from an on-road training session. In addition, the grant
provides funding to increase our Fire Apparatus Driver/Operator | instructor cadre from
12 to 24 instructors.
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The District joined the California Firefighter Joint Apprenticeship Committee (CFFJAC)
in 1987. The goal of CFFJAC, co-sponsored by the Office of the California State Fire
Marshal representing management and the California Professional Firefighters AFL-CIO
representing labor, is to improve the quality of education and training within the fire
service and to set a professional standard for firefighters throughout the state of
California. Fire departments subscribing to CFFJAC agree to provide their apprentices
(or firefighters) with valuable training while meeting CFFJAC established standards. All
training hours reported monthly by the District are conducted under the auspices of the
CFFJAC and are funded through educational systems in the State of California. The
District receives $2.95 per training hour reported to CFFJAC.

The purpose of the RFA Grant Program is to award one-year grants to enhance the fire
protection capabilities of rural fire districts. This grant will enable the District to
purchase 12 Mark-3 High Pressure Centrifugal Fire Pumps. These pumps, utilized to
extinguish wildfires, are highly efficient and can be transported into remote locations
where vehicle access is unavailable.

The McCormick Tribune Foundation, along with country singer Garth Brooks, the Los
Angeles Times, American Express, Ticketmaster, and AEG collectively raised $6 million
during the 2008 Fire Intervention Relief Effort Campaign following the devastating
Southern California wildfires in the fall of 2007. Grant funding was awarded to provide
aid to fire victims, first responders, and their families, as well as supporting southern
California fire departments and organizations in need of additional or replacement
firefighting equipment. This grant will partially fund a District-wide automated vehicle
tracking program to improve emergency response and personnel accountability at
emergency incidents.

implementation of Sirateqic Plan Goals:

Approval of the recommended action is consistent with the County’s Strategic Plan Goal
2, Workforce Excellence, by enhancing the quality and productivity of the County
workforce; and Goal 8, Public Safety, by increasing the safety and security of all
residents in Los Angeles County.

FISCAL IMPACT/FINANCING

With your Board’s approval of the attached Appropriation Adjustment, sufficient funding
will be available in the District's Administrative Support, Special Operations and
Operations Budget Units to address the projected appropriation needs this fiscal year.
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The District will receive $1.248 million from the Fiscat Year 2008 AFG and $19,000 from
the RFA Grant programs. Required matching funds in the amount of $312,000 for the
Fiscal Year 2008 AFG will be provided by JAC funding and $2,000 for the RFA Grant
Program is included in the District's Fiscal Year 2008-09 Adopted Budget. The District
will receive $200,000 from the McCormick Tribune Foundation, which requires no
District match.

Maintenance costs wilt be funded within the District's existing budget. There is no
impact on net County cost.

FACTS AND PROVISIONS/LEGAL REQUIREMENTS

The United States DHS FEMA, the United States Department of the Interior NPS, and
the McCormick Tribune Foundation have provided the District with guidelines for the
administration of the grant agreement. These guidelines detail the activities and
expenditures that are allowable for reimbursement.

CONTRACTING PROCESS

These are commodity purchases under the statutory authority of the County Purchasing
Agent. The purchases will be requisitioned through, and accomplished by, the
Purchasing Agent in accordance with the County’s purchasing policies and procedures,
established by the Internal Services Department.

ENVIRONMENTAL DOCUMENTATION

The recommended actions are not subject to the provisions of the California
Environmental Quality Act. They will not result in a direct or reasonable foreseeable
indirect physical change in the environment in accordance with Section 15061(b)(3) of
the State of California Environmental Quality Act guidelines.

IMPACT ON CURRENT SERVICES (OR PROJECTS)

Approval of the recommended actions will expand the quality and productivity of the
District's emergency services.

Article | - Project Description

The purpose of the Assistance to Firefighters Program is to protect the heaith and safety of the public and
firefighting personnel against fire and fire-related hazards. After careful consideration, DHS has determined that
the grantee's project submitted as part of the grantee's application, and detailed in the project narrative as well
as the request details section of the application - including budget information - was consistent with the
program's purpose and worthy of award. Therefore, the grantee shall perform the work described in the
appraved grant application as itemized in the request details section of the application and further described in
the grant application's narrative. These sections of the appiication are made a part of these grant agreement
articles by reference. The grantee may not change or make any material deviations from the approved scope of
work outlined in the above referenced sections of the application without prior written approval from DHS,

However, in keeping with this year's program guidance, grantees that have grant funds left over after completing
the approved scope of work prior o the end of the period of performance have three options for the use of the
excess funds: 1) they may return the unused funds to the Federal government, 2) they may use a maximum of

Article H - Grantee Contcurrence

By requesting and recelving Federal grant funds provided by this grant program, the graniee accepts and agrees
to abide by the terms and conditions of the grant as set forth in this document and the documents identified
below. By receiving funds under this grant, grantees agree that they will use the funds provided through the
Fiscal Year 2008 Assistance to Firefighters Grant Program in accordance with these Articles of Agreement and
the program guidelines provided in the Fiscal Year 2008 Assistance fo Firefighters Grants program guidance.
The grantee agrees that Federal funds under this award will be used to supplement, but not supplant, State or
jocal funds for first responder preparedness.

The grantee is not authorized to incur new obligations after the expiration date unless the grantee has
requested, and DHS has approved, a new expiration date. The grantee has 90 days after period of performance
to incur costs associated with closeout or to pay for ebligations incurred during period of performance, Award
expenditures are for the purposes detailed in the approved grant application only. The grantee cannot transfer
funds or assets purchased with grant funds to other agencies or departments without prior written approval from
DHS.

Article Xiil- Additional Requirements (if applicable)
Vehicle Awardees:

Vehicle awardees for FY 2008 will be required to include an advance payment bond as part of the contract with
their vehicle manufacturer. An advance payment bond is like an insurance policy that protects you in the event
that the manufacturer with whom you contracted te build your vehicle cannot fulfill the contract, i.e., cannot finish
building your vehicle for any reason. An advance payment bond is a financial tool used to guarantee that , in the
event of manufacturer/contractor default, funds wili be avaitabie to finish the construction of your vehicle and
ensure its proper operation. From the vehicle grantee's point of view, the insoivency of a contractor during the
construction of a vehicle will most likely result in delayed completion of the vehicle, additional expenses for a
different manufacturer/contractor to finish the work, or even loss of grant funds. For this reason, we now require
manufacturersicontractors to provide a bond from an independent bank, insurance company or bonding agency
so that the vehicle grantees can recover damages they may sustain if the manufacturer/contractors defauit
during the construction of a vehicle. The amount of the bond should be equat to, or greater than, the sum of any
payments, compensation and/or consideration provided prior to the delivery of the vehicle. If no down payment
is required in the purchase contract, an advance payment bond is not required.

Regardless of whether a performance bond is obtained, each vehicle purchase contract must include a
performance clause. The performance clause stipulates a certain date when the vehicie wil be delivered by the

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vendor. If the vendor does not deliver the vehicle by the dats stiputated in the performance clause, penalties are
administered to the vendor. These penalties should be of a severity sufficient to provide the vendor with
incentive to deliver the vehicle at the earliest possible date but no less than $100 per day.

Regional Hosts:

Grantees that are the hosts of regiona!l projects as provided for in the annual program guidance are accountabie
for the equipment purchased with grant funds and disbursed to other first-responder organizations under a
memarandum of understanding. Responsibility for maintenance of the equipment may be placed in the hands of
the recipient if specifically delineated in the memorandum of understanding between the host and the recipient.

Modification to Facilities Requirements:

Modification to facility projects fncluding renovations associated with equipment installations) are subject to all
applicabie environmental and historic préservation requirements. Applicants seeking assistance to modify their
facilities or to install equipment requiring renovations may undergo additional screening. Specifically, DHS is
required t ascertain to what degree the proposed modifications and renovations might affect an applicant’s
facility relative to the National Environmental Policy Act, National Historic Preservation Act of 1966, National
Fiood insurance Program regulations, and any other applicable laws and Executive Orders. No project that
involves a modification to facility can proceed - except for project planning - prior to formal written approval from
DHS.
